HER NEIGHBOR, 


-Ineffectual Shots at Mrs. 
Katie Norborg. 


QUARREL IN THE BACK YARD. 


MRS, FOSTER CLAIMED THAT MRS. 
NORBORG WAS CARELESS 
WITH HER GARBAGE. 


HAD HER REVOLVER READY. 


When Mrs. Norborg Talked Back Mrs. 
Foster Opened Fire and Lincoln Av- 
enue Women Thought Mur- 
der Had Been Done. 


Mrs. Katie Norborg of 398 Lincoln ave- 
nue walked into the warrant office Monday 
and tossed a flattened bullet on Prosecutor 
Braden’s desk. 

“But for the iron knob on a screen door 
this bullet would have been buried in my 
body,”” said Mrs. Norborg. 

Then she related the details of a thrill- 
ing experience. At 9 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing, she said, Mrs. Susan Foster, her next 
door neighbor, living at 3906 Lincoln avenue, 
shot at her three times in the rear yard of 


the Foster flat. 

Mrs. Norborg was standing on her back | 
porch when the first shot was fired. She 
fied into her kitchen. The first ball im- 
bedded itself in the brick wall. The second 


struck the screen door knob just as Mrs. 
Norborg rushed inside. 

The third shot went wild. Mrs. Norborg 
ventured out on her rear porch and picked 
up the flattened bullet that had struck the 
doorknob. She is keeping it as a souvenir. 

The origin of the trouble, according to 
Mrs. Norborg, was a dispute over an ac- 
cumulation of rubbish and waste paper in 
Mrs. Foster’s back yard. 

Mrs. Foster accused Mrs. Norborg of put- 
ting the debris there. Mrs. Norborg denied 
the charge. Angry words were exchanged. 
Then Mrs. Foster is alleged to have reached 
‘nto the myster'‘ous folds of her dress. She 
drew forth a pistol, and the shooting fol- 
lowed. 

The neighborhood was aroused and Mrs. 
Norborg was advised to prosecute. A war- 
rant charging assault with intent to kill 
was issued. 

“Neither of the three shots struck me,” 
said Mrs. Norborg to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “but I was horribly fr'ghtened. 
Just think! That woman, standing less than 
six feet away, pumping lead at me as fast 
as she could. My neighbors tell me that 
Mrs. Foster is mentally deranged. I don’t 
know much about her, except that she has 
nerve enough to pull a trigger. I never 
harmed her, and all she could have against

21-8 CENTS IN LESS THAN 


THE BULLS CARRIED THE DAY. 


Spéncer-Haarstick-Francis Syndicate 
Puzzle the Speculators by 
Selling and Buying in the 
Same Pit. 


The wheat market was nervous and at 
times almost panicky Monday. The bulls 
and the bears had the best of it by turns. 

There was a bulge, followed by a break, 
after which the buyers again boosted the 
price and kept it around 92c. 

At the opening the market showed un- 
mistakably signs of strength, the quota- 
tion 91%c being 1%c above Saturday's close. 

Trading was lively during the first hour. 
As usual the early news was all bullish. 
Cables were higher and French news for 
the first time in several days cut an im- 
portant figure in shaping the course of the 
local market. It was reported that the 
French were buying heavily owing to the 
poor crop outlook in that country, 

New York reported heavy acceptances for 
foreign shipments from that port, janother 
indication of the continuance of the Euro- 
pean demand. 

With this news as a leverage William 
Haarstick, Tom Francis, E. B. White, the 
Orthweins and C. H. Spencer got under the 
market and boosted it to the highest price 
of the year—93%c. 

The opening advance was steady to 92%c. 
There was an inclination on the part of the 
bulls to realize, but every such attempt 
was seized on by the bears as excuse to 
run the price down. A few sales of the 
kind sent the market as low as 92c. 

Many of the big traders would make hand- 
some profits if they could sell at the pres- 
ent prices, but heavy sales would knock the 
bottom out of the market. Members who 
have been watching the big fellows closely 
say the bulls will boost the market sev- 
eral cents higher and unload gradually. 
Whenever the market shows a tendency to 
break they will quit selling and bid the 
price up again,, 

These tactics were followed closely by 
several of the big traders Monday. When 
the market dropped to 92 cents they put on 
the brakes and sent it back to 92% cents. 

The bears, however, wére undaunted. 
Much of the late news was in their favor. 

There were two bearish features which 
would have broken a weaker market. The 
first of these was the report of the world’s 
shipments. The figures given were 7,284,000 
bushels as against 5,020,000 bushels last week 
and 5,035,000 bushels the corresponding week 
last year. 

This, the bears argued, refuted the state- 


ments of the bulls that the world’s crop 
was short. 


The report on the visible supply was 
equally reassuring to the bears. he bulls 
had confidently predicted a decrease of 
1,500,000 bushels. he figures posted Mon- 


day showed a decrease of only 424,000. 

On the strength of these figures and the 
fact that local receipts were heavy, the 
bears ran the price down to 9lc. 

The big traders, though anxious to real- 
ize, were unwilling to sell at this price and 
again bid the September option. 

he market was at 91 cents when the raid 
began. In less then three minutes the 
Spencer, Haarstick and Francis contingent 
ran it up to 98@93%6¢c. 

They did not intend that it should stay 
there. They simply wanted a chance to 
unload a few lots and take profits. When 
the market reached the top notch, they be- 
came sellers and practically took the bear 
side of the argument until the price 
slumped off to 92%c. 

Not a trade was made for half an hour 
and lack of interest caused a drop to 91%¢c, 
though it advanced later to 9$2c and was 
again stationary. 

A new record for cash wheat on this crop 
was also established Monday. Saleq were 
made on track at 965c. 

Just before the close the dial marked 93

CAN HENRY J, PATE CLEAR UP 
THE ZOE WATKINS MYSTERY? 


Says the Beautiful Society Girl Was Murdered ix 
His House in St. Louis by a 
Medical Student. 


SHE WAS CHLOROFORMED AND ASSAULTED, 


Electrician Arrested for Beating a Woman Tells a Circumstan- 
tial Story of a Famous Tragedy of Fifteen Years 
Ago, Then Claims He Lied. 


Henry J. Pate, electrician, made himself 
suddenly famous Sunday night by declar- 
ing he could tell all the facts connected 
with the disappéarance of Zoe Watking in 
1882. 

Monday morning he denied all knowledge 
of the case and declared he had concocted 
the story to effect his own purposes. 

Zoe Watkins was a young woman well 
known in the best soclety of St. Louis, She 
was bright and beautiful and had financial 
prospects. One night she was missing. For 
more than a week the city was searched 
from end to end, but not the slightest trace 
of her could be found. A few days later 
her body was given up by the river at the 
foot of Chouteau avenue.

Watkins disappeared. And this is his story: 
Im 1883 Henry J. Pate was living at 1704 
South Second etreet, with his wife and 
family.

On the night of March 17, 1883, he went 
to his home and found his wife in tears. 
She refused for some time to tell him the 
cause, but at last confessed that during his 
absence, on the preceding night, a young

The mystery remains unsolved to this 
day, although Zoe's parents offered large 
rewards for the unraveling of the affair. 
During al! these fifteen years, Pate said, 
he carried with him the explanation of the 
sensational affair.

The story is full of dramatic details and, 
as told by Pate, has much of interest, de- 
spite the fact he afterwards denied having 
any such information. 

Pate got drunk Sunday morning and late 
in the afternoon went to his home, 218 
Washington avenue, where he attacked his 
wife, dragged her across the street, and 
threatened to kill both her and himself.

The news- 
papers meanwhile were printing columns 
about the disappearance of Zoe Watkina, 
and by this means Pate ascertained the dead 
girl's name. He had been bound to secrecy 
by his wife and maintained it in order te 
save her. 

But he drew the line at handling the body 
or having anything to do with the affair 
himself. The reappearance of the doctor, 
with his covered wagon,, changed his mind, 
for, he says, the man drew a pistol and 
compelled him by threats of instant death 
to put the body of Zoe Watkins in the ve- 
hicle, 

From the home at 174 South Second they

ing off half a dozen policemen for six 
hours, at the home of his father, proprietor 
of Neef'’s Grove, at. 6212 North Broadway. 
Young Neef will stand trial for trying to 
kill a prisoner in the O'Fallon Park Police 
Btation at 12:30 o’clock Monday morning. 

The bullet he fired came within an Inch of 
killing Station Officer Marty O'Sullivan, the 
policeman who was shot six times at Twelfth 
and Morgan streets in 1881 by Gus Parker, 
colored, and for which Parker served seven 
years in the penitentiary. 

Chris Neef, brother of Ernest, is at home 
with what is considered a dangerous cut in 
his side. 

Soon after Sunday midnight there was a 
genera! fight in the bar room because two 
ewitchmen—would not pay for drinks they 
had consumed. 

Chris Neef, who was tending bar, locked 
@ll the doors and when Martin Sweeney, a 

ainter living at 4313 Florissant avenue, 
ried to get out of the room, Chris pulled 
him back and threw him to the floor. 


Sweeney drew a razor from his pocket 
and, rushing at Chris, inflicted a wound 
eight inches long, reaching from the left 
armpit to the ‘owest r'‘b. Sweeney then 
kicked the door open and ran across the 
Street to the O'Fallon Park Police Station, 


with the bioody razor in his hand and asked 


Officer O'Sullivan for protection. O'Sullivan 
Was there alone, except for two young re- 
porters on a morning paper. 

Before Sweeney could tel’ what had hap- 
pened Ernest and (Mhris Neef ran in de-

The officer called sev- 
eral patrolmen and an effort was made to 
get into the house, but every means of 
ingress was blocked. The officers watched 
the house all night and when the milk- 
man “rrived at 6:30 a. m. the servant girl 
opened the back door and the officers forced 
their way in. 

Ernest Neef said then that he was willing 
to go with them, and in explaining his es- 
cape of six hours before he sa'd that he 
had only been married a week and was 
afraid his bride would miss him. 

Chris Neef’s wound was troublin him 
considerably Monday morning, an his 
father said that the doctor had said the 
young man had an equal chance between 
life and death.

THEY FIRST MET IN PRISON. 


Analogous Experiences Made John 
Gaftner and John Nugent Friends. 


John Gaftner, a young Swiss who works 
in Alton, Ill, and John Nugent, who is em- 
ployed on the Government dredge boat at 
Ste. Genevieve, came to town Saturday 
night. They never knew each other until 
they met in one of the cells of the Becond 
District police station. 

Their experiences were so similar that it 
made fast friends of the little Irishman and 
the young Swiss.

COFFEEPN, Iil., Aug. 16.—The strike sit- 
uation here is more exciting to-day. The 
etr’kers in camp number about 300 and they 
report that more are on the way from Mount 
Olive and Staunton to join them.

THE BICYCLE ORDINANCE. 

A number of correspondents express 
their satisfaction at the bicycle ordinance 
introduced by Delegate Judy in the House 
last. Tuesday. One writer calls attention 
to the fact that the speed of eight miles 
an hour, the Hmit set in the proposed 
ordinance, is quite sufficient, and asks 
how bicyclists traveling at ten miles an 
hour, the rate allowed In Mr. Weeke’s pro- 
posed measure, can avoid collisions. 

The Post-Dispatch had good reason in 
setting eight miles an hour as the limit 
of speed in drawing up this bill. 

Few persons realize what eight or ten 
or any specified number of miles per 
hour means when reduced to feet and 
seconds. 

For example. 20 miles an hour means 
°8 feet per second. Ten miles an hour 
means that a bicycle traveling at that 
rate passes over 14 feet in 
Eight miles an hour means that a bicycle 
going at that rate passes over 11 feet 
in a second. 

It will be evident to anyone that the 
eight-mile limit ought to be the maximum 
speed for any vehicle in the city limits. 
Anything beyond that would make occa- 
sional accidents unavojdable, the danger 
increasing with the rate of speed.

FREEZING ON A MOUNTAIN. 


Pleasure Party Caught in a Storm on 
Mount Tacoma, 


TACOMA. Wash., Aug. 16.—J. E. Mitchell 
and wife, Miss Jeane McFarlane of Sumner 
and Sergt. Will A. Hall of Puyallup were 
nearly starved and frozen to death at the 


top of Mount Tacoma last week. They 
were held prisoners there for three nights 
and four days by a storm. the party 
was ascending the mountain the storm 
gathered and increased to a hurricane just 
as they scrambled over the rim of the 
crater into a place of shelter. 

They remained huddled together during 
the first night and not an eye closed in 
sleep. The next day an attempt was made by 
the men to prepare to escape, but the wind 
blew them back from the crater’s 
The second night was passed in a shelte 
ice cavern, with the sulphur-laden steam 
rising on all sides. Prunes and hard tack 
softened by the steam was the bill of fare, 
and before the morning of the fourth day 
every morsel had been devoured. In addi- 
tion to the prospect of freezing to death, 
the party was face to face with starvation, 
The storm ceased on the fourth day and all 
escaped. The Mitchell party reporfs that 
the Mazamas burned for firewood the big 
flag-pole which Oscar Brown risked his Hfe 
to carry to the top of the mountain five 

ears ago. On this pole the largest Amer- 
can flag ever unfurled at a th le 
altitude was hung. Mountain climbers from 
all parts of the world carved their names 
on the staff.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 16.—Secre- 
tary Gage has just received from the Min- 
ister of the Interior of Canada an official 
report of the Yukon mining district.

The pain grew so excruciating that the 
man was almost in convulsions when it was 
decided to hurry him to the dispensary. 

A casual] examination showed Dr. New- 
comb where the trouble lay, and after giv- 
ing Gath an anaesthetic to quiet him, the 
doctor went to work to repair the injury 
as far as possible. 
| He pulled the heavy roll of muscle down 
to where it belonged, but to keep it there 
was the difficult question.

Attempt to Whip the Yucatan Indians 
May Involve Guatemala. 


DENVER, Colo., Aug. 16.~Arthur Sayvy- 
age, inventor of the Savage repeating 
rifle, who has just arrived from Mexico, 
said in an interview to-day: 

*“*Mexico is engaged in a destructive war 
with the Yucatan Indians. In fact, the 
preliminary skirmishes of the affair have 
already commenced, and as soon as the 
regular army of the Republic can be sup- 
plied with arms of the latest pattern, hos- 
tilities will be pushed with the utmost 
vigor.

FAIR ASSOCIATION PREPARING 
AN APPEAL FROM JUDGE 
MURPHY’S DECISION. 


IT WILL BE READY TO-DAY. 


The Supreme Court, Will Not Pass 
on It, However, Until 
October, 


The decision of Judge David Murphy of 
the Court of Criminal Correction in declar- 
ing ‘‘the Breeders’ Bill’ law unconstitu- 
tional is to be contested in the higher courts. 

Messrs. Bishop and Priest the attorneys 
of the St. Louis Fair Association, met in 
Judge Priest’s office in the Laclede Buill- 
ing, Fourth and Olive streets, this morning 
and prepared the appeal to the Supreme 
Court. / 

The case in point is that of Texas Jack, 
in which Judge Murphy declared the law 
regulating bookmaking unconstitutional. 

This was the Breeders’ Bill law and Judge 
Murphy’s deciston, which wiped it from the 
Missour! Statute at the same time, opened 
the doors of the down town pool-roonis. 

The Fa!r Association and the State Breed- 
ers’ Association passed the law known as 


ing declared that law unconstitutional the 
Fair Association and the State organiza- 
tion have concluded to appeal from Judge 


Murphy's decision and to take it to the Su- 
preme Court, the court of last resort in 
such cases. 

It was to prepare the appeal that the 
meeting was held in Judge Priest's office 
this morning. The latter was asked when 
the papers would be ready to send on to 
Jefferson City, and he replied that they 
would be prepared at once, but that the 
matter could not be gotten before the Su- 
preme Court before October. 

“Why not?” he was asked. 

‘‘Because the Supreme Court will not be 
in session again until the first Monday in 
October. The court is now adjourned, its 
officers being away on their summer vaca. 
tion, and they will not be at Jefferson City 
again until the next regular term of the 
court in October.” 

“Then there is no chance of the Supreme 
Court taking up the case at once, advanc- 
ing it on the docket and hurrying up its 
dec'sion?"’ 

‘“‘None whatever. The only immediate 
way to wipe out the pool-rooms will be to 
raid them as common nuisances. Owing to 
Judge Murphy's decision it will be useless 
to proceed against them under the Breed- 
ers’ bill law until such time as the Su- 
preme Court has passed upon it.” 

The gentleman would not say what the 
Fair Association would do pending the ac- 
tion of the Supreme Court, but an officer of 
that body announced that something was 
about to drop and that pretty soon whole- 
sale raids would be made on the rooms 
and patrons and proprnetors alike pros- 
ecuted under the law regulating common 
nuisances, 


ANSON AND THE UMPIRE. 


The Chicago Captain Has Something to 
Say About Recent League Troubles. 


Capt. Anson of the Chicago Club thinks 
there would be less trouble with umpires 


if their schedule was shaken up a little. 
He thinks that recently there has been too 
much playing of favorites in so far as the 
scheduling of the umpires is concerned. He 
thinks the East has had too much of such 
ood men as Lynch and Hurst, and that the 

Vest has had too much of such bad um- 
pires as McDonald and McFarland. 

“The umpires should be scheduled the 
first of the year,”’ says Anson, ‘‘just as the 
teams are. It is not nocessne? that every- 
body should see this schedule. Then let 
the umpires make the circuit. If there is 
a good umpire on the staff, then. everybody 
will have the benefit of his decisions. Tom 
Lynch is considered a great umpire. Be- 
cause he is great is no reason that Boston 
should have him umpiring for them nearly 
all the time. There are other teams in the 
League just as much entitled to have the 
best as the Bostons, Let them all share and 
share alike. Take the so-called bad with 
the good. The Chicago Club has not pro- 
tested an umpire this season.” 

“How about Sheridan?’ 

“The papers did some howling about 
Sheridan's work in Chicago, but I am free 
to say that I thought that Sher'dan um- 
pired good ball, even in the games he was 
complained most about. Another trouble is 
that there are two kinds of ball being 
played in the League this season.” 

- at do you mean?’ 

“Simply this: The Bostons, Cincinnatis, 
Philadelphias. Chicagos and several other 
teams are playing ball that might be ex- 
pected of upright, honest apertimen who 
are willing to take an even break and are 
not looking for the best of it. Games be- 
tween any of these teams are rarely char- 
acterized by any wrangling or quarreling. 
They believe that the umpire is honest and 
is trying to do his best. They realize that 
he may make mistakes, but do not believe 
that he should be abused like a horsethief 
for doing it. Then there is another ‘class— 
the rowdv-looking-for-the-best-of-it class. 
The New Yorks. Ba'timores and Clevelands 
are in this class. TWeyvy ergmble and grow! 
about every close decision. They wrangle 
with the umpire at the slightest provoca- 
tion in hopes that he may be intimidated 


into giving a decision In their favor.” 
“What do you think of the umpiring this 
season?” 


“T can cheerfully say that I think I{t Is the 
best in the history of the League. I believe 
the umpiring has been better this year than 
4t ever was before. Al! of the umpires that 
have officiated for us have been honest and 
competent. If the League wouk make a 
rule mak'ne it compulsory for a team to 
keep an vemp're the full length of his as- 
signment without protesting. and change 
the umpires every week, I think there 
would be very little trouble about the um- 
pires.””

DOG CATCHER, FINED $20 BY 
JUDGE ZIMMERMAN. 


DREW BLOOD AT EVERY BLOW. 


Fellow Who Assaulted an Old Negro 
in Trouble for Cruelty to 
Animals. 


Andrew Betzold, ex-dog catcher, was fined 
$20 and costs by Judge Zimmerman Monday 
for cruelly beating a horse with a fence 
picket which had a nail in the end of it 
so every time the picket struck the horse’s 
sides it made a hole and drew blood. 

Betzold was arrested by Policemen Smith 
and Hoeffner of the Second District. They 
were walking their beat when a Broadway 
cable gripman stopped his train and called 
to them that a man down the street was 
beating a horse unmercifully. At Broadway 
and Miami street they found Betzold beat- 
ing the horse with the fence picket with the 
nail in the end of It. 

He had urged the horse almost to a gal- 
op and the policeman had difficulty in Stop- 
ping it. 

Both the policemen testified to seeing 
blood running down the sides of the horse 
as a result of the blows. 

Mrs. Betzold, who jumped from the wag- 
on to ailow her husband more freedom in 
beating the horse, testified in her husband's 


behalf. 

“The horse is balky and mean sometimes, 
but not always. It is necessary to beat her 
when she gets that way, but we don't 
abuse her. She follows Mr. Betzold all 
over the yard and we wash her down évery 
night with castile soap. There wasn’t a 
mark on ‘her Saturday night when we

Betzold said he aid not hit the mare hard, 
only slapped her twice with the flat of ye 
picket, and not with the end that had t 
nail dn it, 

The court gave him a severe lecture on 
cruelty to animals and fined him 

Betzold is the dog catcher who assaulted 
an old negro named Sanders several weeks 
ago, and is now awaiting trial on a charge 
of assault to kill. He characterizes a 
assault as “just a little quarrel’ like a 
number of other encounters he had during 
his dog-catching career.

A Strong Contrast Between Them and 
the Sex in America. 


From a Chicago Record Letter. 

The wives and daughters of the British 
farmer are not so tidy or tasteful in their 
dress as ours. They do not seem to care 
for their pégsonal appearance and evidently 


make theitown garments without the aid 
of fashion magazines. Their faces show 
less intelligence and their conversation is 
coarser than the faces and conversation of 
the womeh of the corresponding clasz in 
America. An even stronger contrast is no- 
ticed between the wives and daughters of 
the mechanics in England and in the United 
States.

POLICE LACK POWER, 


CHIEF HARRIGAN SAYS HE 
CAN’T CLOSE THE POOL-ROOMS 
AS PUBLIC NUISANCES. 


HIS RESOURCES EXHAUSTED. 


Doesn’t Like to Be Criticised When He 
Has Done Everything 
He Can. 


Chief Harrigan, Chief of Detectives Des- 
mond and Capt. O’Malley held a conference 
Monday morning over the possibilities of 
prosecuting the pool-rooms. They are at 
their wit’s end. 

“Some of the newspapers,” said Chief 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“are of the opinion that the Police De- 
partment is inactive In this matter and that 
something might be done if we would only 
try. 

Phe truth is this department has left 
nothing undone, as far as arresting and 
raiding are concerned. Nobody is more 
anxious than I am to suppress the pool- 
rooms and gambling houses, but the courts 
are against me. 

“People talk of the police being able to 
close up the rooms because they are a 
publie: nuisance, and seem to think that 
tried. Why, we 
worked a year on that theory of the law 
and fatled, 

“On Feb. 16, 189, we arrested Tom Walsh 
for maintaining a public nuisance and com- 
mon gambling-house at 208% North Eighth 
When the case came up, Feb. 23, 


to March 21. Not until Jan. 2, 1897, did we 
get a decision. and then the court sustained 


‘a plea of abatement and discharged the 


defendant. What more could we do” 

“The several acts of the General Assembly 
designed to suppress the pool-rooms have 
been declared unconstitutional and the 
charge of maintaining a common nuisance 
aS out of court. 

“I ébject to the newspapers saying the 
Police Department has been inactive. It is 
not true. We have ome exhausted our 
resources and done everything posstbie. 

“If the good people of St. Louts will find 
some law under which I can proceed they 
will find this department eager to help. 
Nobody has worked harder than I have ‘to 
suppress the pool-rooms—not only recently, 
but constantly, and I only want the power 
to act. Give me that and I will close the 
pool-rooms.”’
